It was 
not long ago that each road was run 
lor all It could get and active com- 
po'tltlon prevailed In that business as 
nature has intended should be the 
paeo generally. 


It Is still the common theory that 


the more business an employe secures 
for. his employer the more valuable 
r.e 'has proved himself. But the mod- 
ern rairond perspective Is so changed 
that the prevalent economic rules no 
longer apply there. 


"The earning department, par ex 


cellence, as we know of every rail 
load Is freight service. Let us Imn 
pine then an old style general agent, 


«> hustler, assuming1 charge of 
the 


height department of the Pennsylvan- 
ia or Reading or Xew York Central 
railroad, determined to get in all the 
business he can and cares less who 
else loses business. 


"How long would such a man hold 


h)s job; not a week. From an ag' 
gresslve canvaser for business the 
general freight agent has become a 
bookkeeper, whose chief duty Is to 
ascertain' what part of any 
given 


'relght traffic properly belongs to his 
mvn company and what part belongs 
to each of the 
other 
companies 


•which may be Interested under a writ 
ten or unwritten contract. 
' "The railroad business IH conductei 
today under the garb of pure ethics 
which considers 'one's neighbor even 
a<5 one's self.' • But the motive Is not 
ethical at all and the explanation is 
ilrst, the presence on each rallroai 
board of representatives from other 
companies which have claims on a 
share of the general freight: and sec 
.ind. the conviction, taught of exper 
lence, that a common Understanding 
between freight carriers 
facilitates 


the holding up 
of- 
prices." — Wai

freight traffic, will be something of a 
revelation to the public generally, 
for the Impressslon prevails generally 
•that ethics In railroad bnslnesss. Is 
an unknown quantity. These great 
corporations have rights which are 
not 
only entitled to respect. 
but 


stilish Interest demands recognition, 
arid mutual concessions. They are 
\yise from a business standpoint, anil 
their example in this respect Is wor 
thy of attention, on the part of hiiFln< 
f-fB men. who frequently net as though 
competitors had no right to exist. 


These great transportation compa- 


nies have entered the field of morals 
as well, anil they are doing more for 
temperance, along 
practical 
lines, 


than all the prohibition parties in ex 
istence. 
Any young man who enters 


the employ of a railroad today, must 
bt- temperate In habits, and any old 
employe who holds his position, must 
lie nn abstainer. The^e companies go 
ttjll farther, and demand of their 
•men courtesy and ge.ntlemanllness. 
They become schools for ethical and 
moral training, and' are a force for 
j:ood. not always appreciated. 
The 


railroad Is not the worst enemy with 
which the people contend.

curance agents was held last evening 
at the Hotel Myers. 
After the usual 


banquet the question of the raise In 
''he rate of Insurance on local prop- 


erty by the companies was taken up 
and discussed. 


As far as the local agents are con- 


cerned it Is not understood that they 
are responsible for the advance In 
the rate On tho other hand the local 
agents have done everything In their 
power to keep the rate 
figure. 
It has finally 


at the old 
reached a 


^olnt. where the companies have been 
turning down policies written under 
•he old rating nnd:. have even threat- 
ened to take their companies 
away 


from the agents If they "kept writing 
.'.ollclcs at the old rates. 
Under 
a 


condition of affairs of this kind there 


nothing for the local agents to 


'do but to take the risks under 
the 


new schedule. 


Taking effect today there will 
be 


a twenty-five per cent, advance on 
stocks in buildings and on frame store 
buildings and on all manufacturing 
r.sks and special hazards, which have 
not been rated under schedule within 
a year. 
In ordering this advance 


the companies state that the exten- 
sive losses of the past few years and 
the disastrous fires during 
the early 


part of this year, have brought the 
business of lire Insurance to such an 
unsatisfactory and unprofitable con- 
dition that they are compelled as a 
measure of relief to advance their 
rates on certain classes, which have 
contributed most largely to his re- 
cult." 


It is a fact, that during the last 


three years. the Insurance companies 
are about the only business that have 
not made money. 
During 1!)01, over 


thirty-six companies were forced out 
of business, and so far this year four 
companies have been forced to give 
up..The new tobacco rating goes
